The city offered several splendid 
sites, and the Commissioner laid the 
numerous attractions of Red Deer be- 
fore the Institute. Ex-Mayor Lord 
had also visited Olds in regarg to the 
matter. No definite action could be 
taken} until they heard from the cam- 
paign./ manager. Olds was making 
strong efforts to keep them there. 

Mr. Malcolm ~addressed the Council 
with regard to a storehouse for Mr. 
Ross, He asked for the privilege of 
building a shed which would be iron 
clad. 

Ald. -Turnbull ‘sald the usual. pro- 
ceedings was to have Mr. Ross apply 
to the commissioners. 

Mr. Malcolm said he would apply in 
the regular way for this work. 

-Mr: W. 3H. Payne addressed the 
Council, stating that the Government 
had authorised the School Board to 
borrow $25,000 if the City Council 
would approve of the Board borrowing 

“this sum. He read a letter’from the 
Deputy Minister stating that he was 
surprised that the Council had failed 
to back-up the Board. This was the 
only instance where a council had 
failed to respond to this request of the 
School Board.., There. were . grave 
times ahead for-all of us unless we get 
together and tried to meet this crisis. 
-Of course they did not want this sum, 
nor would- they ask for so large an 
amount; but something. had ‘to be done 
to meet the difficulty.

He now 
thought this the only way we possibly 
could raise $25,000 which we must 
raise in some way if we wished to 
meet our obligations. . 

Ald. Broughton thought we coul 
not bring up new business and settle 
it at the same meeting. It should be 
laid over to next meeting. 

The solicitor said if we had a rental 
tax it should apply to all. The land 
was taxef far too high. The person 
who owned the property nd the person 
who rented the property should both 
pay taxes. With regard to the poll 
tax, if everybody was taxed we might 
raise $3,000 in that way. ~~. 

Mr, Galbraith addressed the Coun- 
cil, and suggested that we might get 
permission to issue a supplementary 
assessment by the government. 

The Commissioner did not see how 
we could do that, as a number of citi- 
zeng had already paid their taxes and 
had received a receipt in full for their 
taxes for 1921. 

The Commissioner said if we 
could raise $17,000 of arrears of taxes 
we woulg be able to meet our obliga- 
tions. 

The Mayor thanked Mr. Galbraith 
for his remarks. He remembered the 
time when Mr. Galbraith opposed tax- 
ing improvements. 

Mr. Galbraith said that was true; 
but now the honor of the city was at 
stake, and he saw nothing else for it. 

Ald. Broughton said he understood 
a eitizen was offered $50,000 for a 
block, and he wanted $70,000; he did 
not think there was 4 block in Red 
Deer worth $70,000. The same block 
was not taxed anything like $50,000. 

‘Ald, Best and White moved that in 
order to raise additional revenue this 
year, that we allow rental tax clause, 
as originally drafted by city solicitor, 
to stand. Lost, all the other members 
of the Council opposing. 

Ald. Turnbull would be willing to 
ask the Legislature for the power to 
issue a supplementary assessment, 
but could not.get a seconder. 

Ald. Broughton and Turnbull mov- 
eq that the Solicitor, Commissioner 
and Ald. Stone attend the committee 
of the legislature in Edmonton — re. 
additions to city charter. Carried. 

Ww. A. Moore addressed the Council 
regarding pumping water for the C.P. 
R. He claimed his company pumped 
108,000 gallons per day, or some 
3,000,000 gallons per month, for the 
company, and he claimed to pump 
this amount of water for the sum offer- 
eq by the city was absurd. He quoted 
Calgary and Edmonton rates to prove 
that the rates of these cities were 
nigher than that offered in Red Deer. 

The Mayor pointed out that the city 
received an application from the C. P. 
R. for water, and the terms was at

NOT A PIPE DREAM 


To the Editor: 


If the Fordney tariff is finally ad- 
opted in the States, and the embargo 
is not removed in Great Britain, the 
cattle industry in Alberta and the 
other western provinces will be in a 
critical situation for a time at least. 
Not a hopeless one, by any means, if 
the farmers and cattle men get to- 
gether and face the situation in a 
businesslike way. In fact, in the long 
run this situation may mean the 
stabilizing of the meat industry on a 
profitable basis. To do this;it will be 
nescessary for the farmers t6 be able 
to place on the market the finished 
product In the form of chilled meal 
and bacon, hams, etc. 


The farmers and cattle raisers must. 


own their own packing plants and 
all its accessories, and be in a posi- 
tion to place their produce on the 
European markets through their own 
organization. , 

But there is another solution to the 
situation, and what must eventually 
be the legitimate and natural one. A 
solution in which the interests of the 
west will not conflict with the inter- 
ests of the east, and one in which the 
west will be at the same advantage as 
the east in regards to transportation 
and marketing facilities. 

This will not be brought about in a 
day or a year, but the present is the 
time to take the first step. 5 

Our provincial government is en- 
deavoring to take this step, but I 
sometimes wonder if they fully recog- 
nize the importance to every indus- 
try, merchant, mechanic and laborer 
that it means eventually. 

Of course I am referring to the ob- 
taining of our natural resources. 


Let every man and woman get he- 


their appreciation of the services ren-j struments are reputed to be made by hind our representatives ‘in obtaining 


these, our rightful possessions, and, 


time and wealth, but will mean that 
once devetoped this becomes a manu- 
facturing province with its coal, its 
oil, its water power, its tar sands, its 
salt, its metals, etc., ang a province 
capable of supporting its millions. 
Then we will have our markets at our 
doors, asking favors from no other

THE LETTER 


The letter, which has already been 
drawn up, reads as follows: 
“Edmonton, Alberta, 
: “March 9th, 1921. 
“Hon. C. R. Mitchell, 
“Acting Prime Minister, 
“Edmonton, Alberta. 

“Sir: It is rapidly becoming more 
apparent that the cities of Alberta 
must have wider powers of both tax 
levy and collection, if they are to 
keep their heads above water. untill 
sone revival or fillip takes place in 
connection with real estate. Property 
is falling into'the hands of the city 
at such a lively rate that the live tax 
roll is growing smaller each year and 
this very fact will accentuate the 
amount from year to year until it in-

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REDISTRIBUTION 


Mr. Crerar told the House of Com- 
mons” recently that he had “little 
belief in the promised redistribution” 
as he thought that the government 
“would see to it that the redistribu- 
tion would result beneficially to it- 
self.” With this as an excuse for 
passing over the question of redistri- 
bution, he supported the King amend- 
ment. 

Once again a political leader has 
announced to the world that he does 
not think that government leaders can 
be even decently fair. As a western 
leader he would rather bring on an 
election before the’ west had received 
its just representation. And yet if 
the government had accepted that pol- 
icy, and brought on an election with- 
out redistribution, there would have 
been a howl raised over the govern- 
ment for depriving the west of its 
due. Government supporters take the 
view that it is better to wait a year 
and put all parts of the country on a 
fair and equitable basis for the suc- 
ceeding yerr. 

When will leaders arise that will 
stop playing politics and get down to 
business for the good of the people as 
a whole. The present situation at 
Ottawa is not reflecting a particularly 
healthy frame of mind. 


The question of the regulation of 
wheat markets is liable to be a live 
issue before'the endofthissession. The 


danger of cattle from this healthy cli- 
mate falling victim to the conditions 
over here, especially climatic, which 
favor the development of disease 
in cattle imported and unaclimatized. 
In my early days of farming we used 
to fatten from three to four hundred 
head of cattle on the farm’ every 
year, mostly imported Irish, and fre- 
quently had outbreaks of pleuro- 
pneumonia and foot and mouth disease 
which caused a loss of many thous- 
ands of dollars, but {t was not the 
home-bred cattle which were most 
liable, but the imported, which, 
though perfectly sound when they 
left Ireland (to which I could  wit- 
ness) were most likely to break out 
and spread the contagion. Now, if 
animals crossing from the West of 
Ireland to central Yorkshire (which 
journey only required from thirty-six 
to forty-eight hours), were so liable. 
how much more difficult to land cat- 
tle in England without risk after ex- 
posure for three weeks or more on a 
long continental journey across the 
prairies and by sea and land six 
thousand miles. 

I remember to have seen the first 
batch of Canadian steers that ever 
were imported to the York market. 
and a rough, coarse lot of four-year- 
olds they were, and did not inspire 
much admiration, but they filled a gap 
and satisfied a demand for cheap stuff 
which, though wholesome, had not 
quality. or attractiveness. I submit 
that the quality of Canadian produce 
has been considerably improved 
since then, and there is a big demand 
over there for such beef as we can 
produce, yet the cheapest and _ best 
method of placing it on the British 
market is by fattening it at this 
side where we have so much cheap 
food and abundant range instead of 
sending the cattle over there, where 
they have only sufficient grazing 
room good enough to fatten the cat- 
tle they can produce within their own 
area, and that only with the  assis- 
tance of imported concentrated food 
such as linseed and cottonseed cakes. 
We need all the cattle we can produce 
in this country for finishing purposes 
where we have generally a ready mar- 

et. 

It is foolish to cry out against our 
best customer for protecting them- 
selves. We had better apply our. 
selves to the production of those com- 
modities which are most needed, and 
seek to place them on the British 
market in the most presentable and 
least costly method. There always 
will be a large demand for beef of a

DEFENDS EMBARGO 


Interesting Letter From Experienced 
English Farmer. 


Bouteyre Ranch, Innisfail, Alberta, 
March 11, 1921. 
Dear Mr. Editor: 

I have frequently been struck with 
the want of information and one-sided 
idea that some of your correspondents 
evidence by their contributions tothe 
subject of British embargo on Cana- 
dian cattle. The peevishness, irrita- 
tion and ignorance on the subject 
seem to be almost childish. They 
say, why should Great Britain prevent 
Canadian cattle. coming as they do 
from such a healthy climate, where 
there is no contagion. The reason 
must be political. I would reply, 
what right have we, as Canadians, to 
find fault with the British authorities 
for taking what seem to them to be 
necessary precautionary measures 
when we, in our turn, discriminate 
against them in more ways than one 
in other productions. 

We are not the only people that 
Britain finds it necessary to set up 
precautionary measures against in 
order to protect their herds of cattle 
Nor do the Canadian government re- 
frain from imposing the Hke  pre- 
cautionary measures when they 
deom it necessary, as I found to my 
disadvantage in the spring of 1914 
when I had arranged to bring over a 
select consignment of Shorthorn dairy 
cattle for my ranch near Penholl. 
when, owing to an outbreak in Ireland 
of foot and mouth disease, and I, with 
others. was prevented from carrying 
out a purpose which [ had had in 
mind for several years, and for which 
my intimate knowledge of, and close 
acquaintance with many of the 


foremost hreeders of Dairy  Short- 
horns fitted me, and could purchase 
them more reasonably than novices 
who go over there to advertise them- 
selves and make a name, 

TI was glad to see in your columns 


the other day a confession by our 
Minister of Education that he had got 
his eyes open to. practical faets 
which obtain over there in regard to 
farm stock of various kinds. I have 
often said it would be a good idea to 
send a deputation of farmers from 
this country to study conditions and 
practises at first hand. for, if I or any- 
one else made statements of facts 
which seemed to conflict with the gen- 
eral ides which obtained we were 
denounced as prejudiced swagerers, 
ete. 

Mr. Editor, I venture to assert that 
if some of vour correspondents had 
ever had one half the experience that 
IT have had with diseased cattle in the 
old country, they would not be so 
ready to condemn the authorities in 
seeking to protect their herds from 
contagion. 

It is not so much the danger of im- 
portation of diseased cattle from this 
country that they are afraid of as the

food rather than quality, ang I know of 
no better method of doing it than 
sending them over all the good chill- 
ed meat and bacon we can produce 
here on the prairies, retaining the 
offal and low-grade grains at home. 
The present low prices need not 
scare anybody. They are only the in- 
evitable reaction from inflation, and 


‘| through nervous fear of being caught as 


last year with insufficient provender 
and determination to unloag rather 
than take the risk, also the necessity 
to meet pressing obligations incurred 
by a lautible effort to meet the pros- 
pective requirements of the coming 
years. 

I admit that this is a very healthy 
climate, and that there is very little 
contagious disease amongst our cat- 
tle, but this thin electric atmosphere 
is as trying to the nervous system of 
the animals as of men, which can 
easily be demonstrated. Most raisers 
of purebred stock of any kind have 
found by experience how difficult it is 
to keep up their produce to the high 
standaid. of perfection. Hence the 
necessity for repeated importation of 
purebred reinforcement from the old 
country. Our constant need of this 
blood should influence us the more 
readily to recognize the need and ad- 
vantage of this regulation on the part 
of the agricultural authorities in the 
old land, 

Twenty-seven years ago I crossed 
the Atlantic twice in company of the 
late Sir Charles Tupper, who was a 
special pleader on behalf of Canada 
at the time the embargo was first put 
on. He was very enthusiastic and 
told me how active he haq been in 
defending the interests of the cattle 
men of Canada, and how he had dem- 
onstrated that the defective animals 
complained of had not come _ from 
Canadian ranches, but had been 
shipped through Canada from the 
United States. Well, I thought that 
as long at it were possible for this 
to be done the British authorities were 
justified in taking the stand they did. 
And, Mr. Editor, I was not here long 
before I came across two cages at 
one farm of pleuro-pneumonia which 
both proved = fatal. I need not 
tell you particulars of how the man 
who owned them was jealous and lock- 
ed the stable door and tried to hide it 
from me. After that I came in con- 
tact with other cases of which the 
owner was perfectly ignorant and no 
doubt many of the casualties of the 
prairies might be accounted for in 
this way in spite of the healthiness 
of our climate, which is not so con- 
ducive to the contagious kind. 

I quite understand how a few promi- 
nent English agriculturists profess to 
be anxious for the removal of the 
embargo. Many English farmers fol- 
low the practice of purchasing cat- 
tle to fatten on their farms and are 
constantly running the greater risk of 
introducing disease on their farms 
and it makes little difference to them 
whether the danger comesfrom abroad 
or nearer home, and since the _pre- 
cautionary measures have been suc- 


cessful .so long in reducing: the. -out- 
breaks thoy forget the danger, if they 
ever had any application of it, and no 
doubt think that another source \_of 
supply would reduce the price and 
perhaps increase their profits. 

The embargo -question touches’ a 
sore place in my memory, for in my 
youth, before the compulsory restric- 
tions were in force, before slaughter 
at sight. oy compensation were enact- 
ed, my father lost nearly two hundred 
head of cattle by pleuro-pneumonia, 
and many times I have helped to ap- 
ply the various supposed remedies 
then in vogue, but generally with 
very little result. Fortunately, when 
the terrible scourge of Rinderpest 
came over from Russia we escaped, 
whilst some of our neighbors lost all 
they had; but in regard to foot and 
mouth disease, we frequently got it 
with any fresh bunch of cattle, but sel- 


dom lost more than one or two out of a} 


bunch. The danger lay more in the 
infection being carried to half fat ani- 
mals or some ready for the market. 
In that case it was the cause of great 
loss, as they were generally reduced 
to skeletons. It was no uncommon 
experience on the morning ride ‘of in- 
spection to find one or two animals 
standing separate with back up and 
tongue out suffering from one of the 
many ills which afflict the bovine 
race. I am aware that better drain- 
age and other precautions have re- 
duced the dangers, but {t would not 
do for them to relax effort and let 
their cattle be subject to th will and 
their cattle be subject to the will and 
conditions. 

Betwixt one and two million acres 
of grass land in England were plough- 
ad out under food regulations during 
the war to increase the wheat pro- 
duction. Calculating three acres to a 
cow, this would reduce the numbers 
required for stocking purposes by 
about half a million cattle. True, a 
good proportion of this new ploughed 
land was only second rate grass, not 
capable of fattening steers, and only 


; sbut. much less . -profitable. 
There ‘has ‘alsobeen an unfortunate 
habit of ‘slaughtering many thousands 
of calves to-satisfy a craving for veal 
which’ -ghould’‘not:‘obtain. Many. of 
these calves were from the best milch 
cows which were kept up to the height 
of their production by high feeding, 
fattening at. the:same time and then 
turned off-for beef as soon .as their 
product of milk did not pay for their 
keep, and another one put in their 
place, and so ‘repeat the process. It 
may readily be seen that the market 
for store cattle in the old country Is 
very limited, and. could be soon over 
stocked with-our cattle, especially in 
atime like the! last two vears. when. 
owing ta the:high price of grain, hay, 
etc., there has' been a strong tendency 
to reduce the acreage available for 
feeding purposes, The only sane 
way for the Canadian farmer is . to 
fatten his cattle better by consuming 
his own produce, slaughtering it at 
this side, and sending it across in a 
chilled state, thus economising time 
and labor, reducing the risk and cost 
of transit, also-saving the expense of 
sending caretakers, and the grain for 
feeding purposes, etc. : 

If our cattle were sent over there, 
and were to meet with a good mar- 
ket, ittwould not be for long, for’ being 
spread over the country from market 
to market, and finally resting on farms 
under circumstances which obtain in 
that humid atmosphero with floating 
germs allowed, and in d@ state of re- 
duced vitality, more susceptible to 
take anything that {s going, not being 
acclimatized, disease of some kind 
would soon break out and the result 
would be that the embargo would 
soon be clapped on harder than ever. 

They claim that we have no disease 
in this country, but why is there such 
an outery about the drastic measures 
the government are enforcing in order 
to secure that the children of our 
towns shall not be infected by milk 
from diseased cattle, tubercular. If 
ten or twenty cases of it, as they 
claim, are found in one herd and

PROVINCIAL TAXATION WILL 
REMAIN STATIONARY, SAYS 


TREASURER IN HIS BUDGET) | 


Estimates Call for Expenditures of $42,585 Less Than An- 
ticipated Revenue; Heaviest Increase in Cost 
Is for Educational Purposes 


Edmonton, Alta., March 11.—BEsti- 
mated current revenue of the province 
of Alberta will exceed the ordinary 
expenditure for the year 1921 by the 
sum of $42,585.81, according to the 
annual estimates of the budget of the 
province, which were laid on the table 
of the legislature Friday afternoon by 
Hon. C. R. Mitchell, provincial treas- 
urer and acting premier. 

Mr. Mitchell delivered a lengthy 
address in reviewing the budget, 
which was listened to attentively by 
members of the house and well-filled 
galleries. 


TWO MILLION INCREASE 


According to the budget figures the 
total ordinary revenue for the year 
1921 is estimated at $12,778,879.87, 
and the total current expenditure at 
$12,736,284.06. This is an increase of 
approximately $2,000,000 in both rev- 
enue and expenditure over the  pre- 
ceding year 1920. 

Mr. Mitchell announced that the 
government of Alberta was not con- 
sidering imposing any increased 
forms of taxation during the current 
year. The $2,000,000 increase in rev- 
enue is expected to come from _ in- 
creases in the ordinary sources, such 
as Dominion subsidy, school land sal- 
es, including liquor revenues, land 
titles fees and telephone receipts. 


IRRIGATION OVERLOOKED 


The only reference to irrigation was 
contained in the treasurer’s remarks, 
and was a somewhat ambiguous para- 
graph to the effect that if the prov- 
ince had possession of its natural re- 
sources it might consider a plan “of 
helping the farmer who cannot be 
helped by drainage or irrigation pro- 
jects; that is, they would then ar- 
range for uh removal to new loca- 
tions in vast districts not now occu- 
pied, where crop failures seldom oc- 
cur, and thus permit the dry areas to 
revert to the use which nature intend- 
ed—viz., livestock raising.” 

Mr. Mitchell added that railway 
transportation into these new areas 
was improving daily; the finding of 
oil and mineral deposits in the far 
north would increase traffic. 


TWO-FOLD ADVANTAGE 


“A two-folq advantage would thus 
accrue to the province,” said the treas- 
urer. “A large section of its people 
would be placed in a more favurable 
position financially and the northern 
transportation districts would be 
naturally strengthened.” 

These remarks, of course, do not 
forecast any large increase of gov- 
ernment aid to prospective _ irriga- 
tion projects. 

A large part of the treasurer's re- 
marks were -devoted to statistics 
showing the enormous increase _ in 
the agricultural, dairying, livestock 
and mining industries of the prov- 
ince. 


THE PROVINCIAL DEBT 


The provincial treasurer, referring 
to the provincial debt, at one stage of 
his remarks, said: 

“The gross public debt of the prov- 
ince as at December 31, 1920, amount- 
ed to $41,989,900. Of this sum $15,- 
834,394.90 is represented in the tele- 
phone system; $471,501.95 in demon- 
stration farms, and $6,815,649.14 in 
other revenue-producing investments. 
So that if we deduct these utilities 
and investments, which amount. to 
$23,121,545.99, the net debt is reduced 
to $18,868,354.01, of which sum only 
$920,387.68 can be said to be in un- 
productive undertaking, and is made 
up chiefly of discount on bonds and 
other patriotic relief.” 


ASSETS OF PROVINCE 


The provincial treasurer gavo a 
brief recapitulation of the province's 
assets and liabilities, in which he said 
that the excess of assets over Habill- 
‘ies is represented by the sum _ of 
$104,660,482. In the assets he includ- 
ed the Dominion of Canada debt al- 
lowance of $8,107,500; school lands 
trust fund amounting to $13,388,456 
in principal money, paid and out- 
standing; unsolq school lands — held 
for future benefit to the value of. 
$81,967,783; telephone plant valued at 
$14,684,394. He added: 

“If all these $100,000,000 assets 
that we may now claim were wiped 
out summarily we still have that in- 


alienable. asset—the right of taxa- 
tion.” 


MONEY FOR EDUCATION 


In detailing the various increases 
making up the $2,000,000 estimated 
increase in public-expenditure of the 
province for 1921, the provincial treas- 
urer said that the heavy increase was 
in the department of education, which 
shows increases totalling $554,309, 
made up largely of increased grants, 
$265,000; $106,000 for the university 
vote, and relatively smaller increases 
on other sub-votes. 

Mr. Mitchell, in dealing with the 
expenditure increases of other de- 
partments, said: 

“The first fncrease is in public 
debt interest, whiclii amounts to 
$325,000. This is due to the annual 
increase of the public debt. 

Civil government is increased by 
$87,904.01, made up largely of in- 
creases in salaries and the expenses of 
the public service. The legislative 
assembly vote shows an increase of 
$22,660 applied mainly to the vote 
for printing and binding sessional 
papers, advertising, etc., and to the 
vote for revision and consolidation of 
the statutes. 


JUSTICE DEPARTMENT INCREASE 

Administration of justice requires 
an additional sum over last year of 
$269,000. The chief items contribut- 
ing to this are: Incidental justice, 
some $30,000; grants under mother’s 
allowance act, some $69,000;  pay- 
ment to cities, towns and villages of 


fines under the liquor act, some $43,-!07; 


000, and other small increases spread 
over numerous votes. — 

The public works departmen‘ has 
not increased greatly over last year, 
the net increase in income account 
amounting to only $68,539. 

There is no considerable increase 
in any one item of the public works 
vote. . 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 


The agricultural department is ask- 
ing for increased expenditure of 
$155,000. Of this amount $16,000 is 
on account of livestock and agricul- 
tural institutes and short course 
schools; $17,000 on account of agri- 
cultural agents and noxious weeds; 
$6,000 protection of game; $10,000 to 
promote dairy work; $9,000 operation 
of schools of agriculture and demon- 
stration farms; $17,500 for school 
fairs, a new service; $8,000 immigra- 
tion and exhibits; $60,000 destruction 
of grasshoppers and other small in- 
creases. : 


MORE FOR PUBLIC HEALTH 


The public health department re- 
quires an increased vote of $195,195. 
Of this sum nearly $84,000 is account- 
ed for in increased hospital grants: 
330,000 for tuberculosis work; $14,- 
000 under the public health act; $20,- 
000 under the public health nurses 
act; medical and nursing service in 
outlying districts, $14,000; charitable 
purposes and care of incurables, $33,- 
000, and other small increases. 

The telephone department has an 
increased vote of $620,696.15, which, 
however, is about balanced by the in- 
crease in revenue. 

The other increases of expenditure 
are not important enough to require 
special attention. : 

Mr. Mitchell added that the prob- 
lem of reducing expenditure was diffi- 
cult, ‘but I feel sure we are justified 
in keeping within our income.” 


DOMINION SUBSIDY 


In dealing with the revenue side of 
the estimates, Mr. Mitchell sald that 
an expected increase of $38,600 was 
shown on Dominion subsidy due to 
increase in population anticipated in 
the decennial census to be taken’ in 
June. 

“Our former population,” he said, 
“was placed at 579,000. Now we esti- 
mate a population of 625,000, making 
an increase of 46,000, which at 80 
cents a head accounts for the $38,- 
600. 

From school lands there should be 
an increased revenue of $157,971.27. 
This, for the most part, is due to the 
fact that the main fund at Ottawa 
has been added to in 1920 by sales 
amounting to $2,092,422.07,- and to 
the usual annual increase due to pay: 
ments of interest on outstanding prin-

SCHOOL LANDS REVENUE 


Mr. Mitchell said that the total 
revenue from the school land funds 
for 1921 would be $850,000. “This in- 
come,” he said, as you know, is 
chiefly derived from the interest on 
principal moneys invested in Domin- 
ion of Canada stock bearing 5 per 
cent. interest, and also from interest 
on overdue payments bearing 6 per 
cent. interest. 


There is also at present uninvested | 


of principal moneys’ derived from 
sales, the sum of $141,000, which 
bears only bank interest. “It seems 
to me,” said 'Mr. Mitchell, “that it 
would be only proper for the Domin- 
fon government to invest this money 
in their 5 1-2 securities instead of 3 
per cent. as at present. If this were 
done, this province would obtain some 
$30,000 more per annum from this 
source.” 


SCHOOL LAND STATISTICS 


The treasurer presented the  fol- 
lowing satistics on school lands: Tot- 
al amount sold to December 31, 1920, 
$13,388,456.12; total amount invested 
in 5 per cent. stock, December 31, 1920, 
$5,971,000; total amount outstanding 
December 31 1920, $7,416,456.12; 
amount sold during 1920, $2,092,422.- 
principal moneys not invested 
$141,000; soldiers’ settlement board 
sales $28,400. s 

The estimated revenue for 1921 in 
the department of the attorney-gener- 
al shows an increase over 1920 actual 
receipts by the sum of $767,795.77, 
made up largely of increased liquor 
sales and the unpaid profit of last 


year. There is also an increase in 
lang titles fees amounting to some 
$112,000. : 
INCREASED TELEGRAPH 


RECEIPTS 


The telephone receipts show an in- 
crease of $586,086.13 for the year 1921, 
and the municipal affairs department 
$32,534.17. \ The remainder of the 
$2,000,000 increased revenue is_ esti- 
mated to be derived from various 
small increases over other depart- 
ments due for the most part to trans- 
fers, adjustment, or subventions be- 
tween departments.” 

In concluding his remarks the treas- 
urer gave a recapitulation of the in- 
crease of expenditures by the prov- 
ince On the department of education, 
agriculture, public works, and public 
health for the years 1915, 1918, and 
1920 having previously been publish- 
ad in the public accounts. 


PROGRESS IS MADE 
On this point Mr. Mitchell said: 
“Progress may be fairly well indi- 
cated by our expenditures on four of 
the great public services, and I will 
quote the following figures:

at the same time that fhe U. S. is 
building extra stories on the wall it 
already has. 

Public attention is being directed 
to another phase of the tariff—the tar- 
iff camouflaged under the name of 
exchange. Canada pays a tariff of, 
say, 12 to 15 per cent. on every dol- 
lar’s worth of goods she buys from 
the U.S. The U.S. pays Canada a 
bonus of, say, 12 to 15 cents for 
every dollar's worth of goods that 
crosses the line southward. Thus a 
portion of the tariff proposed by the 
Fordney Bill would be used up in pay- 
ing the bonus on Canadian goods. For 
in matters of trade, exchange works 
exactly as a tariff. 

On the other hand, when Canada 
deals with European countries, the 
situation is reversed. Germany today 
ig dumping its manufactures on the 
American market, in some cases at a 
ridiculously low price, because the 
American dollar is worth a lot of 
money, when exchanged into German 
marks. When Canada attempts. to 
sell her products on European miar- 
kets and demands a good price here, 
the cost in European money is exorbi- 
tant. In other words, when Europe 
buys food it will have to buy where 
the exchange is as favorable as pos- 
sible. There is a big exchange tariff 
wall against Canadian products there, 
and Canada willhavetotake the con- 
sequences. ‘ 

Canada must have markets; how 

and where to get them is the ques- 
tion.. There will likely be an emer- 
gency tariff against her in the U. S. 
and an exchange tariff practically 
every place else. Prices are bound to 
suffer as a result. 
- When Canada must sell at a disad- 
vantage, she will have to buy at the 
greatest advantage possible. The 
Canadian dollar is bonused in Burope, 
so that is a good place to buy. Yet 
when Canada buys in Germany, for 
instance, Canada is helping Germany 
on the road to prosperity. If Germany 
does not sell its goods, how is it going 
to pay its indemnity to the Allies? 
And so the thing goes round in a 
vicious circle. 

But why should Canada buy any 
more than she absolutely has to, in 
the U.S.?. Whenever Canadian goods 
will fill the bill, even reasonably well, 
buy Canadian goods. Some say that 
Canadian manufacturers are taking 
advantage ofth@qexchange tariff and 
are charging more than they should 
for their goods. In any case, it is 
keeping the money in Canada and 
that has a virtue in itself, as well as 
helping to reduce the exchange tariff. 
The legal tariff may have arguments 
in favor of its existence as a source 
of revenue; the exchange tariff is an 
extravagant waste of money that goes 
dear knows where. Canadians cannot 
cut their noses off to spite their faces. 
They will have to buy some things in 
the U,S. But, wherever possible, the 
motto must needs be, “Canadian 
goods for Canadian people.”

The comet is now racing at awful 
speed towards the earth. 

Dr. A. C. D. Crommelin, of the 
Royal Observatory, Greenwich, Eng- 
land, states that if this comet does 
not actually bump into the earth, it 
is going to come so close that the 
most marvellous pyrotechnic display 
in the history of man will result. 

June 26, next, he sets as the decis- 
ive date. About that day, the large 
comet, Pons-Winunecke, travelling: at 
the rate of three hundred miles a 
second (from here to Calgary in 
tick-tock) will either have bumped in- 
to the earth or have swept by it in a 
stupendous rush of flaming games, 
molten matter, rock, meteorites and 
dust. 

TWENTY COMETS 


Professor C. A. Chant, professor of 
astronomy at the University of To- 
ronto, does not deny Dr. Crommelin's 
statement. Prof. Chant says that 
Dr. Crommelin is a very eminent 
astronomer, with one of the greatest 
observatories in the world in which 
to make his calculations. 

Pons-Winnecke is one of twenty 
comets that run from the sun_ to 
Jupiter. It makes the round trip 
once every five and three-quarters 
years. 

While our old earth ambles leisure- 
ly around the sun once a year at the 
rate of only eighteen miles a second, 
Pons-Winnecke rushes around its 
route from the sun to Jupiter at the 
rate of about 300 miles a second. 

The comet comes at intervals that 
are irregular to the earth’s calm 
passage. It cuts across the earth's 
orbit at a different place each trip. 

This trip, says Dr. Crommelin, the 
comet is going to pass so close, the 
two orbits are going to intersect so 
nearly, that it will be nip ang tuck 
whether they pass each other or have 
a collision. 

Rather an awful thought. 


VISIBLE THIS MONTH 
Pons-Winnecke, with a flaming 
head and a huge, fiery tail, will be- 


come visible to astronomers some 
time the end of this month. From 
then on, according to Dr. Crommelin, 
it will rapidly increase in visibility, 
until before June it will be clearly 
visible to the naked eye. By which 
time, our astronomers will have had 
time to get their bearings and _ to 
warn us whether we ought to. take 
out life insurance; dig deep dug-outs 
under our cellars, or simply get ready 
for the next world. - 

Professor Chant says that there is 
a difference of fifteen degrees be- 
tween the planes of the earth's and 
this comet’s orbits. This comet is 
subject to deviation in its course, 
because of the “pull” of Jupiter and 
Other planetary bodies, and. until 
Pons-Winnecke comes into view and 
observations are made on its course 
it cannot be definitely determined how 
close the two bodies will come. But 
Professor Chant assures us that we 
will have plenty of warning. 


HAS FLAMING TAIL. 


y June next, such differences of 
opinion as to the terms to Germany, 
the question of disarmament, will 
therefore be of little account. Pro- 
hibition and other social reforms will 
be easily enforced. War profiteers 
will anxiously be distributing their 
gains. Capital will probably be mak- 
ing the most radical overtures to lab 
or. For, according to the astronom- 
er, about that time the sky will be 
filled with a vast livid monster with 
a flaming tail behind it that will 
scare virtue into all mankind. 

How big it will be depends on how 
clo:e it passes to us. What the 
dimer sions of Pons-Winnecke are is 
supposed to be largely composed of 
the flimstest material, flaming gases 
with perhaps a core of molten solid 
in the head; the tail, thousands of 
miles long, being composed of gases 
trailing behind, and bits of disinte- 
grated solid matter, rocks, metal, 
dust, that have broken free of the 
head of the comet and are pulled 
along after it in its mad, eternal rush 
through space.

The News reporter requested the 
privilege of, going out to Balmoral 
school with Mr. Martin. He packed 
the whole moving picture outfit into 
the car, picked up a couple of boys 
and away we went. It only took him: 
a few minutes to get everything ready 
for action when we got there. The 
‘people gathered from all directions, 
fathers, mothers, -brothers, sisters and 
babies—till the place was filled. 
They chatted in groups about cattle, 
grain prices, and various domestic 
subjects—znd then the show began. 
We were ready for anything. He gave 
us views of Niagara Falls and _ its 
environs, and a comic sketch that 
made the boys and girls fairly con- 
vulse themselves with laughter (of 
course older people never-do laugh at 
nonsense). A scientific reel'on how 
the earth is formed was in a class 
that does not often visit town 
“shows.” After four reels of views 
of such a varied nature, he gave us a 
four-reel presentation of the novel 
“Lorna Doone,” thrilling, entertain- 
ing and clean. Mr. Martin explained 
that the lantern was an old style and 
the pictures were small, but they were 
remarkably distinct. Certainly as an 
entertainment for big and little, it had 
a decided edge on a good many pro- 
ductions that find their way to the 
screen; nothing whatever in this to 
vitiate the youthful mind or demoral- 
Ize the finest instincts. It was a real 
community programme. 

The intention of the promoters is 
that twelve districts, probably U.F.A. 
locals, will buy a good machine at a 
ost of, say, $25.00 or $30.00 for each 
istrict; that films will be rented for 
two weeks in each case, the machine 
and films making a regular circuit of 
the twelve districts. In this way each 
school will have a new entertainment 
avery two weeks, the cost to each 
being very slight. It is hoped to have 
everything lineq up ready to start 
the programme next fall. 

The ladies entertained with a gen- 
erous lunch of sandwiches, cake and 
coffee, and, voting the venture a suc- 
cess, the people disappeared to their 
homes. In our opinion, it is an ideal 
movement, full of great possibilities 
for development and extension. Mr.
